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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jacobs (WO 
95/17746). 

Jacobs discloses a distributed voice recognition system having a feature extraction 
apparatus located at a remote station, wherein the feature extraction apparatus extracts features 
from an input speech signal and provides the extracted features to a central processing station. 

4. Regarding claim 1, Jacobs discloses a terminal comprising a preprocessing unit for 
distributed speech recognition (40), with a network comprising a final processing unit, (42) with 
said preprocessing unit comprising a transformator for transforming audio signals and 
comprising a filter for filtering transformated audio signals and comprising a compressor coupled 
to said filter and with said final processing unit comprising a decompressor, characterized in that 
said compressor is coupled to said filter void of transformationless coupling (page 6, line 6 to 
page 8, line 6; page 8, line 37 to page 10, line 18; page 11, lines 27-38). 

Regarding claim 2, Jacobs discloses said filter comprises a combiner for at least 
combining a first number of frequency-components situated at first frequencies and combining a 
second number of frequency-components situated to second frequencies, with said first number 
being smaller than said second number and with said first frequencies being lower than said 
second frequencies (page. 8, line 28 to page 10, line 18). 
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Regarding claim 3, Jacobs discloses the filter comprises a control (38, 49) input for 
receiving a control signal for adapting said combining (page. 8, line 28 to page 10, line 18). 
5. Regarding claims 4-6, 7, 8 and 9-10; claims 4-6, 7, 8 and 9-10, are similar in scope and 
content to claims 1-3 and therefore are rejected under similar rationale. 



Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Bennett et al (US Patent 6,633,846) discloses a distributed real time speech recognition 

system. 

Brown et al (US Patent No. 6,377,922) discloses a distributed speech recognition system 
having multiple prompt specific and response specific speech recognizers.
